WILL SERVE UNTIL MARCHIO 


Secretary of Navy Declares That In 
Making Leases of Naval Oil Re­ 
serves He Had Acted In the Inter­ 
ests of the Country Openly and In 
Good 
Faith— Not 
Resigning 
For 
Fear of Impeachment. He States. 


W ashington, Fob. 3 9.— In form ally 
announcing his resignation from the 
cabinet, Edwin B. Denby, secretary of 
th e navy, challenged an investigation 
of his official acts by any tribunal, 
lie declared that in m aking the leases 
Of naval oil reserves he had acted in 
th e interest of tao country openly, and 
in good faith. 
Secretary Denby stated that since 
the resignation will not become effec­ 
tive until M arch lo, there is plenty 
o f time for in.pea: hm ent proceedings 
to he -begun against him in congress. 
Therefore, he declared, anyone who 
says he is resigning because he fears 
Impeachment sim ply ‘'lies.” 
In his 
statem ent Mr. Denby said: 
“My own vindication and that of 
the navy d epartm ent will come with 
the proper ventilation of the ques­ 
tions connected with these leases in 
the impartial courts. 
As a private 
citizen, if I have com m itted any of­ 
ten se against the law, I am still sab­ 
ject to action. 
I am able to tight my 
own battles, but I can not fight slan­ 
der protected by senatorial immunity. 
Ka one more than I can more deeply 
deplore fraud or corruption in public 
or private life, and wliere such guilt 
Is shown it should be rigorously pun­ 
ch ed . 
The president 'has stood' up 
manfully for right and justice. 
The 
sportsm anlike thing for m e to do is 
to relieve him of the further embar­ 
rassment of continued political ma­ 
neuvers and partisan trickery. 
"It has not been proven, nor do I 
believe it can be proven, that my ac­ 
tion was not beneficial both to the 
government and the navy. 
The sen­ 
ate has known of these leases for 
nearly two years and yet has done 
nothing to stop them until the pas­ 
sage of the Walsh resolution. 
The 
disaster 
that 
has 
overcome 
these 
plans, made In the interest of the 
American people, is that a serious 
charge of corruption has been laid 
against them, which charge lies en­ 
tirely outside the navy department 
or any of its officials, and if these 
chargee should be established there 
ie no rectification of the moral situa­ 
tion, except by the return of these 
properties to the government, for no 
man should be allowed to hold any 
business that he obtained by wrong­ 
ful means."

Denby entered the 
cabinet when 
President Harding took office, March

In April, 1922, Denby, with 
then Secretary of the Interior Fall, 
signed the lea®© of the Teapot Dome

Device to Facilitate 
Instruction in Writing 


Electrograph is the name of an in­ 
strument invented in Spain t6 facili­ 
tate instruction in writing in schools. 
The apparatus is designed to educate 
tim hand to move in accordance with 
the will. 
First of all, metallic sheets 
are cut in such manner as to afford 
graphic designs most difficult for the 
untrained 
m uscles--angles, 
loops, 
straight lines, crooked lim s, vertical 
and horizontal line-, etc. 
The sheets, 
when used by tho child, must fie so a r­ 
ranged 
that 
they 
may 
easily 
be 
brought together or separated, as de­ 
sired; and tiffs is necessary also iii 
order to make the lesson difficult or 
easy, os desired by the instructor. 
These sheets, consequently, are fits 
toned down with screws so peculiarly 
made that a certain pressure may 
cause them to give a bit to one side 
or the other. 
Under the desk is an 
electric bell connected with the sheets 
above by a copper wire.

Warns Against Using 
Imported Clover Seed 


Experiments 
Show 
Many 
Plants Winter-Killed. 


Warning against the sowing of im­ 
ported red clover seed in Minnesota Is 
being given by Minnesota experiment 
station men. 
Their attitude is based 
on the results of experiments started 
at University farm in 1922 when seed­ 
ings were made with red clover, fur­ 
nished by the bureau of plant indus­ 
try, from leading seed-producing states 
in this country and from all the for­ 
eign countries from which seed is im­ 
ported. 
The following winter was 
mild, but despite that fact from 24.G 
to 93.8 per cent of the plants grown 
from seed from Finland, Poland, Bo­ 
hemia, 
northern 
Germany, 
Holland. 
Hungary, Australia, 
France, 
Wales, 
Chile and Italy were winter-killed, 
Tile plots from seed produced in Min­ 
nesota, 
Wiscon sin, 
Michigan, 
Idaho 
and Saskatchewan showed only 8.3 per 
cent winter-killing. 
“The stands on tin* plots where seed 
from Wales, France, Chile and Italy 
was sown averaged less than 20 per 
cent in every instance, and no cut­ 
tings of hay were made,” says A. C. 
Amy, who Is in-charge of farm crops 
at the Minnesota station. “Where the 
winter-killing averaged from 40 to OO 
lier cent, cuttings of hay were made, 
but the yields were small. Where the 
winter-killing was 20 to 30 per cent 
tho yields were reduced materially.” 
Because of the shortage of rod clo­ 
ver seed In the United States, the sup­ 
ply being only about 45 per cent of 
the normal, the importation of largo 
quantities of seed from Chile, France 
and Ituly is forecast. 
“None of this 
imported seed should come Intc the 
northern 
tier of states,” says Mr. 
Amy. 
“And, 
further, fanners and 
seedsmen 
In 
these northern stares 
should see that none of the seed pro­ 
duced at home Is shipped out until it is 
definitely known that all home needs 
have been taken care of.” 


Winter Garden Work Is 
Big Relief in Spring 
If the work that may be done in win­ 
ter is taken care of the work in the 
spring when we are rushed will trouble 
us much less. 
Trash and old stalks 
of tomatoes and potatoes should be 
gathered and burned or made into 
a compost heap. 
Manure should he 
spread, and the earlier the better \1 
it Is at all fresh, though rotted man- 


mire is better spread nearer time when 
the plowing Is to be done in the spring. 
Then when soil is dry enough and frost 
Is out of the ground any time after 
New Year the ground may be plowed 
and It will settle enough to be Just 
right for planting. 
Seeds will germi­ 
nate much more certainly and grow 
off better In a fairly firm soil, and 
plowed soil will dry out after spring 
rains and may he worked without loss 
of this vital time when seeds must be 
planted for early garden. 
If all th '.•< 
work Is out of the way, the garden 
tools bright and well sharpened, trellis 
material all ready to put In place, 
stakes for things needing them, and 
poles for the beans and peas all handy, 
things will move smoothly and we will 
avoid the discomfort of having the 
work behind and crowding us. while 
weeds shout for Joy, and crusts form 
to dissipate the moisture.

It was a new and 
unheard-of work to most of the fann­ 
ers, but they bravely went into the 
enterprise and a systematic report was 
kept of some 21 herds. At the end of 
the year a complete report was made 
and in it a table was given showing 
the profit front herds where silage was 
fed and from those that did not re­ 
ceive silage. 
The monthly profit per 
cow in the silage group was $5.22 and 
in the non-si luge group was $2.05. This 
would make a difference of $29.04 for 
the silage cow above the non-silage 
cow, or for n herd of twenty cows the 
Increased 
profit 
in feeding 
silage 
would be $580.80. 
This saving was 
made at a time when dairy products 
wore much cheaper than they are to­ 
day. 
Tho saving refers only to the 
milking herd, and silage was fed to 
dry cows, heifers, calves, bulls and 
horses.
